THE ZIONIST MOVEMENT, 

Sir.—The letterof Mrs. E. Delaforce, which you published in your issue of 
October 22nd is an interesting tribute to the power of the Zionistic movement 
in awaking thought to the solving of the Jewish Question. While not criticis- 
ing her proposals in any way, may I point out that the great start Dr. Herzl's 
scheme has already rou ied makes it advisable for us to support that movement, 
amending and shaping it the best way we can, rather than to spend some of our 
force ona scheme which, however safe, could never awaken enthusiasm in 
Jewish hearts, 

The, perhaps, yreatest recommendation that Dr. Herzl’s scheme’ has in my 
eyes is the new cry it gives Jews. If the religious ceremonies do not attract 
the Jews, and the religion itself ceases to be a great factor—and this is, I think, 
no unfair description of the present state of things—then we can at least have 
the pride of race. The pride that an Englishman feels in being an Englishman 
is the pride I would like to see in the Jew, so that to be a Jew shall be as proud 
a thing as being a Roman was to the ancient Romans, 

lor that purpose it is necessary to have a land of our own, otherwise we 
have no dignity, no standing among the nations,and no home for ourselves. 
Qur own land is becoming more than ever necessary also as a place of security. 
The articles in the Daily Chronicle and the paragraphs appearing now so 
frequently in all manner-of journals accuse us of want of ideals and materialism, 
and most probably, without intending it, are preparing the way for anti-Semitism 
here.

SOUTH HACKNEY SYNAGOGUE, 

Sin,—Mr. H. Barnett’s letter in your last week's issue clears the clouds 
hovering over Hackney~—we were veiled in mysteries, secrets, private meetings, 
we, &e,, uo end of it. At any rate, now we know what all that meant. Mr. 
Barnett has determined to become the Warden of the South Hackney Shool, 
und does nut care what statements he makes or what will happen. as long as he 
vets in the box. Then I would hke to ask Mr. Barnett, who so earnestly 
pleads on behalf of the paid officials, why should he try to unseat 
our much beloved honorary officers who have done so much for 
the welfare of the community at South Hackney for so many years? 
‘They spent their money liberally, and spared no time or energy, kept the con- 
vregation and officials well organised aud in harmony, with a steady march 
torward, until the present day. Now Mr. Barnett steps forward to start the 
work in earnest, but not the work of building, it will be the work to demolish. 
‘There are at the present moment in Hackney two parties which never existed 
before. One party is Mr. Barnett’s and another gentleman's, and. the other 
party is the Shoolgoers and the general congregation, and now it depends on the 
vote on Sunday next, then the work in earnest will commence, I would advise 
Mr. Barnett (that is if he has the South Hackney Synagogue at heart) to re- 
linquish his candidature (for the present, at any rate) in order to avoid a split 
in the community. This is the only solution. As it is, it would not be the proper 
thing for Mr. Barnett to take office under provocation, and in fairness to the 
present Wardens who have striven for so many years, and naturally it belongs 
to them to finish the work which they so successfully began. 

The observations I have to make are these: Mr. Barnett says that the

The second observation I have to make is this: Is it feasible that the 
United Council, as Mr. Barnett wants us to believe, will not grant a salary to 
get a good singing Chazan. say for £150 to £200 a year to begin with, after an 
outlay of £8,000 in building a schule’ This is the only chance that the schule 
has to succeed, and if not at once, while everything is attractive, in a year or 
two the property, outside and in, will lose its charm a great deal, and a Chazan 
then will also have less attraction. |

Canctifier. The circular was duly issued, but, in consequence of the discouraging 
wtect of the election of 1894, no steps were taken for its enforcement.

a0. The Moderates are divided into two sections—the followers of Mr. Ceci] 
and the followers of Mr. Diggle.

The introduction of it would be not, as is sometimes thought, a more 
moderate measure then the enforcement of the circular, but afar more 
stringent application of the principle on which the circular was advocated, 
fact is admitted by Mr. Riley himself, who has fully and 
carefully explained in letters to the Zsmes and elsewhere, that in 1804 he himself 
wished to propose the introduction of the Apostles’ Creed; and was persuaded to 
propose, instead, the issue of the circular as being a less extreme measure in the 
direction. 

Such is the position of the Moderate Party : one section remains faithful to 
the circular, the other section, while adhering to the policy of the circular, wishes 
toenforce it by means of a measure so drastic that even Mr. Athelstan Riley 
would not venture to propose in 1804,

The arguments for and against the Moderate proposals in respect of réligious 
education have been stated over and over again. The object of the present 
article 18 merely to summarise the most important points bearing on the present 
position of tle controversy.

_A.-THE TEACHERS. | 

[f all teachers in the ordinary schools under the Board believed in every 
article of the Apostles’ Creed, and interpreted them all in the same way, there 
would ba no dificulty in the way of introducing it into the echool curriculum. 
But it is notorious that this is not the case among School Board teachers, any more 
than it is among the English people generally. Hence, a large number of 
Christian clergymen, who are sincere believers in the doctrines of the creed, 
uave detinitely refused to lend their support to its introduction, because, while 
they are anxious that it should be taught in the sense in which they hold it to 
be true, they naturally have no desire that it should be taught according to any 
interpretation that apy teacher may put upon it. Now, seeing that the regu 
lations of the Board provide that “‘ the religious opinions of teachers are not to 
influence tueir selection, nomination, appointment or promotion, nor are teachers 
or candidates for appointment as teachers to be subjected to any questions with 
reference to their religious belief,” it would seem that these clergymen have 
taken the only course which is at once reasonable and honourable. 


And thexe 


The Moderates, however, have not followed the example of the clergymen — 


in question; and therefore it is clear that they must be in favour of one of 
three courses, which are as follows :— 


I. To engage only such teachers as understand the creed in tho same sense 
in Which it is understood by the Moderate Party. 

2. To require each teacher to give instruction in the creed in that sense, if 
‘ay, in which he or she believes it. : 

5. To grant to teachers who are unwilling to teach the creed in the sense 
in which the Moderate Party understand it, exemption from the duty of giving 
religious instruction. 

Now the second of three alternatives would find no advocates. The third 
is impracticable. No Board of Managers, or Head Teacher, would willingly 
submit to the appointment of teachers who wished to be excused from giving a 
portion of the regular daily instruction, Such an arrangement would throw the 
whole system of a school out of gear. The conditions of the problem render the 
iret alternative the only one that is at the same time practicable and in accor- 
‘ance with the policy of the Moderates. Ard the record of the party shows that 
‘ome of the leading Moderates recognise this fact and are determined 
acton it. Although it was promised in the circular, and laid down 
the Board’s Code, that the religious opinion of candidates should noj 


in any way influence their appointment or promotion, and tha 
| be subjected to any questions with reference to their religious belief, members

The Present Situation. 
| FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


Warsaw, 301TH OcToBER, 1897. 
The unparalelled over-population in the domain of commerce, the excessive 


competition among the Jews, has been aggravated and complicated to an extra- 


ordinary degree by a new phenomenon. It is the entry by Christians into this 
self-same domain. In Poland and Lithuania it was a very rare thing for Chris- 
tians to engage in trade. Commerce and Jew were synonymous terms ; and 
when anyone wished to speak unfavourably of a Jew, the term trader was 
Nearly every Jew, even the philosopher of the Ghetto, waa a 
Commerce was the exclusive domain 
of the a monopoly guaranteed by the State which 
he enjoyed, but a monopoly acquired by the traditions of centuries. It 18

not a normal state of things that a single race and the followers of one religion 
only should have exclusively in their hands a particular means of gaining a 
living. Two damaging results ensue from this evil: the race in question 
develops economically, and its hegemony acts as a check to the commercial 
aspirations of other races.

« Christian lady, however, goes to the Jewish quarter in Warsaw, to Nalewki or 
Gensia, to buy materials for their costumes, and then they tell their acquaint 
ances that they made their purchases frem Christians at the fashionabie shops 
in the Wienbowo Street. Idealism and realism here come into collision, but the 
agitation conquers which aims at promoting Christian and the restriction of 
Jewish trade. It is not a direct attack on Jewish existence, such as excesses 
and restrictive laws, but a slow systematic process the consequences of which 
are perhaps still more disastrous. | 

The tragic side of the question is that we have to do with an evil against 
which we are entirely powerless. We cannot deny to Christians the right to 
trade: the most we can desire is the opening to us of other sources for gaining 


a livelihood. But who troubles himself about our desires’ We have not the 


. power to carry on a propaganda of revenge, viz., that Jews should buy only from 


Jews. \We would not be permitted to boycott, and if we were it would. be 
unwise to doo, for we should only add fuel to the flames of hatred already 
burning too fiercely. | 

And so Christian purchasers from Jews are becoming fewer and fewer, not only 
because in Poland and Lithuania Jews have many Christian competitors, but also 
because protvucers are doing without the assistance of middlemen and agents. 


Industry was formerly insignificant without Jews, without Jewish capital and 


without the Jewish spirit of enterprise. But in recent vears many companies of 
landowners and manufacturers have been formed for the purpose of emancipating 
themselves from Jewish agents. We do not hear of this openly in certain 
so-called liberal quartere, for Jew-hatred works in secret. | 
The consequence of what I have here described is that the supply among 
Jews greatly exceeds the demand, and thus there has arisen a competition of 
Jews with each other, which seriously affects their material and moral status.

The Official Gazette has this week published a detailed summary of. the 
report of the provincial authorities on the results of the introduction of the 
Spirit Monopoly which has existed in East Russia for two and a-half years, but 
in West Russia (that is to say, in the Jewish Pale) for only fifteen months. 
The follow.ng fact is noteworthy, as being characteristic of the manner in which 
official reports deal with matters affecting the Jews. I. all reports the new 
system is justified and praised, but different reasons are given for Fast and 
West Africa. In the Eastern Governments the authorities express satisfaction 
that the quality of the spirit has improved, and that the thirst for drink has 
diminished. In West Russia the T'schinovniks boast that the Jews have beet 
exc\uded from the trade, and they regard this as the highest benefit resulting 
from the new régime, The publican is hated everywhere, whether he be a Jew 
or not ; but when he is a Jew he is-held responsible for everything that occur 
in his business. So the T'schinovniks believe, and they are glad that they have 
Jews in the West, whereas their colleagues in the Kast are unable to secure 
any advantage at the expense of our coreligionists, ve 

A jubilee festival is at hand, in which Jews can heartily participate. Count 
Milutin, who was Minister for War under Alexander IL, is about to reery2 
the completion of sixty years’ military service.

The Chief of Police of St. Petersburg has received instructions to the effeet 
that the Jewish compositors, who, as already reported, were ordered to quit the 
precincts of the capital, are to remain in at Petembure and permitted to follow 
their trade until further orders. | 

The Governor of Wolia has ordered the Jewish communities of Chudnow, 
Goroshig, Titernichow, and Kadni that they are at once to engage certificated 
teachers in place of the Melamdim hitherto employed, otherwise the community 
ig to receive no more grants from the Meat Tax. 

With regard to the exemption of an adopted child, the Senate has decided 
that an adopted son, if an only one, enjoys the same right of exemption as an 
only child. 

The Chief Rabbi of the Karaites has applied for permission to publish a 
lebrew paper in their interests. 

M. W. O. Dombrovski, a well-known architect, has drawn up the plans for a 
uew Jewish Colony to be formed at Nicolaieff. The settlement will be 
established by the Baron de Hirsch Fund, and its representative, at present in 
Russia, has accepted the plans with one alteration. 

The heirs of Herr Feldman, of Odessa, have presented 30,000 roubles for a

According to an old ministerial rescript promulyated in the Jews 
were absolutely deprived of the right of domicile in Siberia. Special and 
privileged exceptions have from time to time been made to this legal dis- 
ability during the last decade. The Hourse Ga-efte now announces that: an 
entire revision of the prohibitory rescript is at present being made by the 
Committee of Ministers with a view toa general and material moderation of 
its enactments. The particular question now under consideration is whether 
voung Jews holding diplomas and other certificates from the higher-class 
educational establishments may not be permitted to reside and follow their 
various professional vocations in Siberia, and, according to the Russian 
iournal, this initiatory privilege will in all probability he conceded. 

Among the other practical necessities of the exploitation of Siberia now 
being actively inaugurated with the approaching completion of the great 
Siberian Railway there is a dearth of young and capable Russian engineers, 
and this want can only be met by the removal or moderation of the 
disability depriving Jews of the right of domicile in Siberia ; that is,

Apropos of this partienlar 
necessity, and as an evidence of the different and more tolerant spirit 
now prevalent in higher quarters, I may mention that at the beginning of last 
year it was found impossible to fill all the vacancies in the imperial Institute of 
Engineering at St. Petersburg unless Jews were accepted, Prince K hilkoff, 
Minister of Ways of Communication, made a personal representation to the 
Emperor on the subject, with the result that his Majesty at once and unhesitat- 
ingly empowered the Minister to accept as many Jewish candidates as he 
required to fill up the vacancies, and forty Jews were at once admitted.

F. ‘That on bis assuming the duties of his office, the resolution of Council of July 6th, 
1897, voting to the Rev. Dr. Adlera sum of £175 per annum for the services of a tempo- 
rary Dayan shall cease to he operative. . 

A lengthy discussion on the question of procedure then ensued. Mr. 
LEOPOLD FARMER suggested that as the question of the amount of salary was an 
important point, and one which might affect the variety of the applications, 
Clause C should be first discussed. He moved an amendment to that effect, 
which was seconded by Mr, L. J. GREENBERG, and supported by Mr. Noau 
Davis, Mr. A. E. FRANKLIN, and Mr. DELIssA Josepn. Mr. Davis said that 
although it was generally acknowledged that the Rev. SusMAN COHEN, who at 
present held temporarily the office they were about to make permanent, discharged 
the duties with which he wasentrusted ina most admirable manner, yet he believed 
it would be better to know with what emolument the Council proposed to re- 
munerate the permanent Dayan before they elected a man to fill the vacant 
office. The amendment was opposed by Mr. Henry Lecas, Mr. J. M. Levy, 
and the CHAIRMAN, and was lost on being put to the vote by 29 to 34. A 
further amendment, proposed by Mr. B. J. SANDIIEIM, to increase the amount 
of the salary to £260 was also lost, and on the motion of Mr, ADOLPH TUCK, 
supported by the CiiAiRMAN, Clauses A and © were combined and then carried, 
A discussion was also held on Clause © consequent upon an amendment moved 
by Mr. A. H. Jessen to omit the words “or by any of its Honorary Officers,” 
but the clause was eventually carried with the words “ occasional ecclesiastical ” 
(duties) substituted for the word “ clerical.” Clause D likewise gave rise to 
some discussion, but that and the last two recommendations were adopted 
without alteration. In the discussion on clause D some conversation took place 
as to how far it might affecta pension...

There he quoted official statistics which conclusively dispose 
of the attack upon the morality of the Jews. Tt ts clear 
that the Jewish morality is above the average Russian: though hussian 
morality. possibly also Russo Jewish morality, may be below that of 
Western countries, For considerable periods ending with or 
ther years up to TSSS8, the statistics of the Pale compared favourably with 
those of greater Russia. The arrears of Jand tax were Il, against 27 per 
cent. The houses of ill-fame were 57 per 100,000) inhabitants, while in the 
neighbouring provinces they were POO, and even taking all Russia (which 
meludes Vast rural populations) into account, were per LO0,000, Deaths 
rom drankenness were strikingly fewer. Tncendiary fires were 7 against [1 
per thousand. ‘Taking all Russia, the average number of Jews per LOO,000 
convieted of erime was 200, that of non-Jews, #26. We hope that a 
worthy successor of Baron Hirsch will arise to take up personally the cause 
of the oppressed Israelites : not to pour money into the hands of corrupt 
bureancrats for the ostensible purpose of relleving the Jews, but to obtain from 
Russian virtue and enlightenment that recognition of their common humanity 
whieh cannot be incdetinitely delayed. Such a one will not be deceived by 
the absence fromthe present article of later figures to confirm those pub- 
lished by Mr. White in 1892, for he will remember what Mr. White himself 
wrote in that vear Tt is justifiably surmised that the reason why govern- 
ment has ceased publishing statistics is because the evidence is so manifestly 
in favour of the Jews. 


In the Pall Mall Gazette, Mr. White takes a still stronger 
view of the supposed inaction of Jewish millionaires. W hile 
we cannot pretend that all or half the rich men in Israel do 
as much as they should for the relief of their brethren, we 
are bound to protest against the note of.exaggeration and injustice in Mr. 
White's description as well as in his  censures. We not 
share his view that much, if anything, could be usefully done 
in Russia by Western Jews. The iron hand of military power which 
at present throttles the native Hebrews would clutch at whatever gifts we 
could send them. ‘To judge onr wealthy fairly, it 1s right to look at what 
they do here. In England, it is admitted that Jews care more for their poor 
than philanthropists of other religions tor the general poor.  [t must be 
admitted also that they are among the largest subscribers to general 
benevolent and public objects. There are striking and ignoble exceptions, 
but the main result is as we have written. In _ these circum- 
stances it is worse than ungenerous to. write of us as of a “race 
avowedly alien.’ The fact which supports Mr. White's heedless rhetoric is 
that we are, in fact, descended from fathers other than those of the majority 
of our fellow-countrymen. But our objects and predilections, our patriotism and 
our ambitions are English, though we have sympathy to spare for kindred and 
coreligionists beyond seas, as other Englishmen sympathise with missionaries 
tortured in China, Armenians slain in Turkey, outlanders in the Transvaal, Chris- 
tiansin Uganda. Jewish writers, painters, musicians, lawyers, doctors, are not 
unknown, nor manufacturers, traders, engineers, and operatives holding them- 
selves as part of, and not aloof from the varied mass of British life in which 
men of such diverse origin as Prince Christian, Professor Max Muller, Mr. 
Alexander Siemens, Sir James Lacaita, Mr. Astor, Mr. Mundella, Colonel 
(‘avagnari, Mr. (feorgedu Maurier, Prince Ranjitsinhji, and Mr. Bhownaggree, 
M.V., have also found place. We cannot change our birth, and 
we will not change our religions We are proud of the name 
of Englishmen, and can fulfil, as a whole, the duties which that title 
implies. When Mr. White is driven to make capital out of the importation 
of a thousand more Russians into this country of forty millions, and to 
expand the fact that a very few newspapers are owned by persons of Jewish 
descent into a general possession of the press by Jews, he leads us to enter- 
tain doubts as to the value of what he relates concerning more distant lands.

being provided with a sliding roof, enabling it to be converted into a Succah, as 
was the.case onthe recent Feast of Tabernacles. The congregants reach the 
Suecah by the staircase above deseribed, and leave it. by an external staircase 
leading from the opposite end of the room directly into the open, thus prevent- 
ing the meeting of opposing streams of people, ‘The building is lighted by 
electricity, and heated by radiators. ‘The exterior bas been carried out in stoc 
bricks, with red brick dressings; extreme simpheity having been aimed at in 
the design, with a view of securing a useful and economical building within the 
limit of cost laid down by the Committee, 3 

The contract has been carried out by Messrs. J. Myring and Co,~at 
£1,433 the building having been designed by Mr, Delissa Joseph, 
the architect to the synagogue,

* And the Lord God said, It is not good that the man should be alone; [ will make a help- 
mate for him.”’—Genesis 11, 18. 


Thus the Scriptural writer introduces his account of the creation of woman. 
The story is worth pondering. Adam, just created, 1s placed in a fair garden, 
whose beauty is to cheer and reward his toil. But the pitiful eye of God dis- 
cerns something wanting even in Paradise. Every other living creature has its 
mate; but man is solitary. He, too, must have a companion, if this fair life of 
his is to be truly beautiful. “For werk without a comrade i8 full of monotony 
and weariness, and that is no real happiness which is kept to oneself. This 
desirable companion must be the counterpart of man--for that is the meaning 
of the Hebrew word 37233 in the text—fashioned in the same mould, supplying 
what is wanting in himself—at once like and diverse, ‘To the man Cod has 
brought all the animals in turn, and he has named ther: but. fellowship with 
them is impossible, The being who is to be his life's partner must be formed 
out of himself. And so under the Divine creative hand woman springs from 
his side—bone of his bones and flesh of his flesh. For she is to stand by his 


side always, his equal, hts helper, his second self, the chief source of his blessed- 


ness, the supreme object of his devotion and his love. ‘herefore shall a man 
leave his father and his mother, and shall cleave unto his wife, and they shall be 
one flesh.” 

The story is simple and familiar enough, but it is full of instruction, full of 
beauty. Woman is declared from the very first to be man’s equal in the scale of 
beiny, not an inferior creature to be treated now as his drudge, and now as the 
mere begetter of his children. She is to share his burdens, and to give him that 
aweet sense of comradeship which dwarfs sorrow and multiplies joy. Nota 
word, be it observed, about his helping her, though their dependence is neces- 
sarily mutual As though in protest against that one sided view of woman's 
worth which prevails in nearly all undeveloped communities, the opposite and 
equally one-sided view 18 seemingly upheld, Ail the need is on the man’s side : 
it is to cheer his loneliness that woman 1s created, She is the superior being, for 
she needs nothing. This is what the story seems to teach. What it actually 
teaches is, not woman's superiority, but her unsurpassable excellence. 


lt is wonderful to tind such an estimate of woman ina narrative written on 
fcustern soil in the infancy of the world, though it exactly corresponds with the 
view adopted throughout the Bible. .I[f woman has been regarded as mun‘s 
inferior it has always been in direct opposition to the plain teaching of the 
Hebrew Scriptures. Man and woman, so Holy Writ declares, are equal, But 
it tells us something more than this. It tells us that their equality is of such a 
kind as to make rivalry between them unnatural, Each is the complement of 
the other, Each has something to add to the common stock of well- 
being which the. other cannot furnish. Each has a domain which the other 
rule, “ Divide and govern” is to be their motto ordering 
the ulfairs of life’s yreat reali. There cannot possibly be a struggle for su- 
premacy under such an ordinance ; for under it there can be no question of 
supremacy. So that while the Bible in some of its earliest words anticipates the 
modern protest against the long-continued degradation of woman, it refuses its 


countenance to the equally modern and hardly less outrageous notion that woman 


isidentical with man, and that she may legitimately compete with him in his own 
garticular sphere. She may no more interfere in his realm than he may invade 
here: Each has special work to accomplish for which the other is naturally un- 
titted. ‘To the man the rough work of the toilsome life, the battle with temp- 
tation in its most deadly forms, to the woman the task of the consoler, the 
iuspirer, the saviour. His equal—yes, for only an equal can be a companion. 
and furnish a companion’s help and solace ; but his rival—no, for rivalry means 
not solace, but disquiet and defeat for one side or the other. 


‘For woman is not undevelopt man, 
But diverse ; could we make her as the man, 
Sweet love were siain.” 


It is well said. Of two beings, a man and a woman, it is not the man who, asa 


rule, is the better fitted to play the part of the consoler, to perform those tender 


offices which from time immemorial have ever been associated with the gentler 
sex. And who but the woman can successfully act as a living conscience? It is 
for the man to feel the stress of temptation—that is his destiny imposed upon 
him by his nature and by the need to do battle with the world; it is for the 
woman to deliver him from temptation, to strengthen what is morally weak in him 
by direct exhortation, and. by supplying him in herself, or her idealised self, a 
standard of goodness against which he is for ever measuring his own aims and 
acts, 


This is the conception of woman's office which we may discern in the 
Scriptural account of her creation, It is an eminently reasonable conception. 
It occupies the middle place between the tyrannical pretensions of semi-civilised 
man and the extravagant claims on behalf of woman which represent the modern 
recoil from them, And surely such a conception must satisfy every woman who 
is not carried away by mere empty clamour, To know that she has a kingdom of 
her own, which man cannot filch from her—an empire equally as glorious as 
his, and demanding no less ms rg powers for its government—this ought to 
be enough for the most ambitious of her sex. “ The heart of her husband 
trusteth in her ; she doeth him good and the .days 
of her life’ —so the wise man in the Book of Proverbs sings of the ideal 
woman, Can any position be more splendid, more honourable. To gain and to 
keep her husband's confidence, to win his implicit faith in her own wise 
judgment, her own goodness and sweetness, to be his trusty counsellor, his 
exemplar, his spring of happiness that never fails, to do him good in the widest 
sense of the word, and not evil, all the days of her life—this is an ideal of 
unsurpassable nobility, and she who despises it as unworthy of her powers 
writes down her own condemnation, 


And here I may appropriately interpose a word called forth 
by the all too early death of the Princess who has passed away during 
the last few days. Her distinguishing qualities—those which so greatly 
endeared her to thousands of hearts—were just those which the old Hebrew 
writers would have most acclaimed, She was essentially a womanly woman, 
Frequently before the public, she confined her public activities to that philan- 
thropic work in which a woman can fitly show herself a leader. With a high 
conception of feminine responsibility and of the obligations imposed by her 
exalted station, she never allowed her enthusiasms to carry her into fields 
of effort that women may leave to men without the slightest loss 
of dignity. ‘To mitigate human misery by her own exertions and to stimu- 
late others to join in that blessed task—that was a real delight for 
her, for it was the noblest aim she knew. For the rest she was sweetness itself.

While the system of sub-contracting went on, it would always be a difficul: 
matter to organise the tailors. The fundamental principle of their organisation 
should be the abolition of the sub-contractor, and the compelling of all em- 
ployers of labour to have their work done in the factory and not outside. The 
London County Council had done all in their power to secure the abolition of 
the middleman. They had issued a list, which was ordered to be placed inal 
workshops, containing a list of the prices paid on garments manufactured for 
their employs. Trade Unionists in the future must rely more upon political 
action and less on strikes.

Religious Education —The first meeting of the season of the North 
London Jewish Literary and Social Union was held on Thursday, October 24th, 
when the Earl Beauchamp moved the following resolution :—“ That itis the duty 
of all those interested in the. education of the children of London to resist 
strenuously the attempt now being made to disturb the compromise respecting 
religious education adopted in 1871, the imposition of any religious tests for 
teachers, and the introduction into the schools of any creeds or formularies 
distinctive of any religious sect.” The chair was occupied by Mr. 8, Gelber. 
B.A. Lord Beauchamp, in moving the resolution, spoke strongly in support of 
the last clause. ‘“ Dogmas and creeds,” he said, “ ought to be taught at home, or 
by the ministers of the denomination to which the children belonged. Aga, 
the facilities in the schools for denominational teaching were not adapted 0! 
sufficient for it ; the system had been tried at Birmingham and had failed. The 
facilities had been sufficient in the past, and there was no reason be they 
should not be sufficient in the future.

" The Proposed Memorial to Caedmon. 

Jews havea part in this earliest of English poets, both as Jews and as 
Englishmen. Caedmon's seventh century paraphrase, the great religious poem 
with which English literature opens, was inspired, so far as the first part is 
concerned, by the Hebrew Scriptures. Caedmon sings the story of the Creation, 
the call of Abraham. the Exodus, the career of Daniel. and closes with 
Belshazzars Feast. Caedmon was an intensely religious poet, and has some 
point of likeness to Milton, whose “ Paradise Lost” covers some of the same 
ground. It is characteristic enough that the first masterpiece. of English 
literature was based on the Bible. Some Jewish names will, it may be hoped, 
be found among the subseribers to the Caedmon Memorial at Whitby. This 
was the birth-place of the poet on whom, in Bede's words, heavenly grace was 
conferred, | 

A Franco-Jewish Party. 


In his latest pamphlet “Le Crepuscule des Juifs” (Paris, Hayard), M. 


Jacques Bahar makes a peculiarly silly suggestion, He points with alarm to the 


vrowth of anti-Semitism in France, aud while admitting that there is no fear 
of anti-Jewish legislation, prophesies that the existing laws will be practically 
nullified by the manner in which they will be mis-applied, How is this to be 
avoided’ By creating a Jewish political party! True, M. Bahar talks vaguely 
of a Jewish Party which shall be French and humanitarian, and what not. It is 
to be a party, not of a religious body, but of the poor against the rich, of the 
weak against the strong. M. Bahar promises another publication of the “ Jewish 
Party.’ This would prove excellent fooling, were it not that the Jews of France 
may well cry out for some one to save them from the pamphleteers. They do no 
yood, and may possibly produce some mischief.

A Pioneer of Religivus Toleration. 


By a strange coincidenze, Dr. Gardiner’s volume on Cromwell appears 
almost simultaneously with Mr. Frederic Harrison's on “ William the Silent.” 
William the Silent (1535 to 1584) 1s a name dear not only to the Dutch, but to 
all lovers of liberty. This hero of Humanity fought the tyrant Philip till he 
fell under an assassin’s hand, Below is quoted what Mr. Harrison says of the 
Prince of Orange’s religious attitude ; 1t must be remembered too that William, 
though personally devout, had no sympathy with extremes in religion, His 
training and the anomalies of his life prepared him for this moderation, ‘“ A 
Lutheran by family, he was brought up a Catholic and died a Calvinist.” 

In his zeal for real and complete toleration of creed, William of Orange was in 
advance of tis age by many centuries. And in this he stood absolutely alone. Some 
Catholics could be brought to abstain from persecuting heretics; but none could be 
brought to surrender the exclusive privileges of their own church, Calvinists clamoured 
for protection and freedom, but they all used both as an engine to suppress Catholicism. 
Catholics could only endure Protestant worship in private,and provided it did not menace 


the Church; and in like manner Protestants, where they were in a clear majority, strove. 


to get rid of the Church altogether. Not one of the Prince’s best supporters had risen to 
his conception of mutual tolerance and respect for differing faiths.”

The Oxford Edition of Gesenius. 


The Clarendon Press has now issued the Sixth Part of its Hebrew and 
English Lexicon, based on the work of Gesenius. The lexicon now reaches the 
word 7?, and page 528. The price of the part is only half-a-crown, and 
students would do well to acquire the parts as they appear. Not only will 
the purchase be easier, but it will then be possible to use the dictionary at once 
as far as it goes. No Hebraist can safely defer this advantage, for the Oxford 
Gesenius is undoubtedly the best Hebrew Lexicon ever published. It is more 
than a Dictionary, it is a Commentary on all difficult passages in the Hebrew 
Scriptures, it is an Encyclopedia, for it not only includes proper names, but it 
deals with the identity of sites, and makes frequent reference to such treatises 
on Archeology as Benzinger and Nowack’s. Again under many words the 
entries are so arranged that an essay could easily be written from the materials 
thus provided, The. remarks, for instance, on the words 3? and 33° are in 


themselves the outline of a Biblical Psychology. Moreover the Dictionary, 
without much diminishing its usefulness for conservative readers, nevertheless 


puts the student in possession of the facts and theories of modern criticism.

Jewish Children in Board Schools. 

Mr. ELRAN N, ADLER asked what steps were taken by the Board to direct the 

attention of Jewish parents to the’ Conscience Clause” of the Education Act, 


He beheved that this 
was principally because the parents of those children were unaware of the exist- 
ence of the Conscience Clause. If nothing was done by the Board as a matter 
of general practice, it was their duty to take, at once, the necessary steps to direct 
the attention of Jewish parents to the clause, and he moved that the matter 
should be referred to the Executive Committee for consideration and report. 

The CHAIRMAN said that no steps in that direction were taken by the Board 
isamatter of gencral practice, but they had on frequent OCCASIONS approached 
the Jewish ministers throughout the metropohs requesting them to draw the 
attention of parents of children attending Board Schools to the consctenec 
clause. 

The Cite Raper, in seconding the resolution, said that he was aware that 
Jrevigus misapprehensions existed with regard to that particular clause of the 
Education Act. He belheved that the omission of parents to obtain. the 
permission to withdraw their children whilst the lessons were viven was a dere 
uction of duty, due entirely to ignorance of the facts. When delivering lectures 
to Jewish working men and women in the East End he had often explained the 
clause, and had referred to the outrageous fact that Jewish children had received 
prizes for ethcleney in Christian religious knowledge. 

Mr. B.A. FERsur reminded the Board that re ently the Federation of 
synagogues had circulated 10,000 handbills in the East lend, calling attention to 
the clanse, and giving a draft of the letter which should be utilised by parents 
desiring to avail themselves of its privileges.

fewer than 75 children in attendance. He had contended, for many'years, that 
it was the duty of every Jewish community to look after. the children of the 
community, rich and poor alike. He was pleased to say this had now been 
recoyunised here ina larger measure, and he was sure that the classes would con- 
sequently be very much more useful in the future than they had been in the 


past. For the prizes they were indebted to Miss Rosenberg, who had again
